Person lui. - -Thoix- was no change in the personnel of the department (hiring 
tile year under review. 

His IMajesty the King-Fmperor was graciously pleased to confer the title 
of O.B.E.. on the Director, i\Ir. (dhulani Yazdani, in recognition of meritorious 
Services rendered by him in the preservation and study of the monuments of His 
Exalted Highness the Xizam’s Dominions. 

Survt'v of Moiiiiiiiciits . — Two important surveys were carried out this year 
in the Raichiir district and some prehistoric sites were excavated. 1 )etailed report s 
of the excavations and the antiquities they yielded, are ajipeiided at the end of 
the report. Another interesting article on this subject is a pajier (attached as 
appendix L>i prepared by one of the Assistant Directors and read at the 
Internatioual Congress of Brehistoric and Protohistoric vScicnces held at Oslo 
(Norway b 

A group of important monuments surveyed in the same district conqnises 
about a dozen temples of Ciabbiir where several contemporary inscriptions were 
found. The conservation of the more important buildings of this group is being 
taken in hand. 

A new rilii'.ra cave has been discovered at Bhokardan in the Aurangabad 
district. This old shrine possesses a number of interesting >cul]>tures and one 
of its cxduiiins bears an inscri])ti(ni of about the (ith century A.D. Ste2)s are being 
taken to make necc'^sary repairs for the fireservation of the i'Huh'li. 

Two Chalukyan temples for years concealed under an overgrowth of vegetation 
were surveyed in the Warangal district and the Department decided to re])air 
and protect them. 

Conservation . — The wcu'k of conservation of the *Vjanta car’es continued, and 
a number of useful repairs and minor excavations were carried out. A metal 
road from the Fardapur Rest hhitise to these caves lias been now coni])leted and 
an easy access to them in all the seasons of the year made possible. 

The report also gives details of other conservation works carried out at Ellora 
caves, IHiuldabad, Daulatabad Fort, Aurangabad and on a somewhat larger

scale at Bidar, where a number of archaeological monuments liave been recently 
cleared and are being preserved by timely and scientific repairs. 

Epigraphy and Puhlications . — A number of inscriptions dating from the 
Pre-iMoslem period and others belonging to the bloslem medieval dynasties have 
been brought to light and are being properly edited and published. vSome other 
publications by the Department are mentioned in the report under review. It 
is to l^e hoped that the book on Bidar that was promised some years ago will 
soon be completed and made available to the public. 

Expenditure . — The total expenditure on the maintenance of the Department 
for the year under review was Rs. 94,671, marking a slight increase on last year's 
total of Rs. 03,218, while Rs. 65,255 and 16,808 were spent on the conservation 
of momnnents and the maintenance of the Hyderalxul l^Inseum resjiectiveh'.

Annual Report of the Archaeological Department, 

Hyderabad 

for the year 

1345 F. (1935-36 A.C.) 

There was no change in the personnel of the Department during the year personnel 
under re\dew. The Director, i\Ir. G. Yazdani, owing to pressure of official duties 
could not devote himself to the compilation of the various publications for which 
he had requested Government to place him on Special Duty. Towards the close 
of the year he proceeded on privilege leave for four months (i6th Mihr, 1345 F. 
to 1st Baihman, 1346 F.) and during his absence the Assistant Director, IMr. Syed 
Yusuf, officiated for him. 

It is gratifying to note here that on the Fix-King Emperor's last Birthday 
June, 1936), His Imperial yiajesty was graciously pleased to confer the title 
of O.B.E. on the Director, Hr. (4. Yazdani, in appreciation of his talents as an 
archaeologist and in due recognition of the meritorious services rendered by 
him in the preservation and study of the monuments of H.E.H. the Nizam’s 
Dominions. 

The Director toured in the W'arangal, Raichur, Bidar, Aurangabad and Tours 
Nalgonda Districts for 42 days and the Assistant Directors, Hr. Syed Yusuf and 
Khwaja 4 Iuhammad Ahmad toured in the Warangal, Bidar, Gulbarga, yiedak 
and Karimnagar Districts for 15 and So days respectively. The object of these 
tours was to survey the newly discovered monuments and also to supervise the 
excavation and conservation works which were being carried out in these districts. 

The details of the tours of the Director and the Assistant Directors are given in 
their diaries published in this report as Apjrendices F, G and H. 

Several new monuments of considerable arclneological importance were snr- survey of 
veyed during the year in the Raichur, Gulbarga, Nalgonda, Bidar, Aurangabad, 
yiedak and Karimnagar Districts. But the most interesting and by far the most 
important discoveries made during the year were the prehistoric sites explored 
and sim'eyed by the Department in the western tahiqas of the Raichrir district.

One of the above sites, namely IMaski in the Lingsugur Taluqa, was already 
well-known to scholars on account of its Asokan Rock Edict d During the year 
under review a thorough survey was made of the hill on which the edict appears. 
The hill extends over a mile east to west and is honeycombed with natural caverns ; 
while on the slopes of the hill artefacts, iron .slag and painted pottery are found 
in great abundance. On a close examination of the area it was found that the old 
town was situated some three hundred yards to the west of the modern village 
and there was originally a paved passage from the bank of the river to the old town, 
the traces of the pavement still existing near the foot of the mound on which 
the IManappa temple (Goldsmith’s temple) (Plate \TI a-b) is built. lixcavations 
were made at two places in this area, and a number of furnaces in which gold 
and silver were smelted in early da^-s have been found (Plate I h). On passing 
the earth through fine wire-sieves, a large number of beads were found. Thev 
are of lapis lazuli, carnelian, onyx, garnet and crystal (Plate II u). The beads 
are of different shapes and show considerable skill in their manufacture. 
vSome carnelian beads bear white inlay work, the pattern being straight and 
wa\w lines. Among the lapis lazuli beads a few are of a triangular shape 
resembling those found by Sir John ^Marshall at IMohenjo-Daro. I^apis lazuli 
beads have previously been found by us in cairns at Raigir (Nalgouda district) 
and Dornakal (Warangal district), and as this stone is not found in India it 
appears that it was held in considerable esteem in those days and was brought 
from Baluchistan and countries around the north-west frontier of India 
(Plate VI a-b). 

The Department has also excavated several natural caverns (Plate I a), 
the interiors of which were filled up with silt brought in by rain water during the 
course of many centuries. The excavation disclosed that these caverns at a 
later time were occupied by hermits of the Dingayat sect whose skeletons with 
pottery and iron implements have been discovered. The silt dug out from the 
caverns was passed through sieves and disclosed a large number of agate and 
chert flakes and beads. 


1 This edict was discovered by the Director in the year 1915 and published as a separate Memoir

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]^Iaski has traces of old gold workings, but as during our survey chipped stone 
implements and pygmy flakes have been found in great abundance, it appears that 
the hill was the abode of neolithic man as well for a considerable period (Plate III 
a-d). Among the antiquities of the historic period, there is a seal which has a bull or 
a lion in the middle and a legend the characters of which are similar to those 
found in the early coins of India (Plate V d). A detailed report on the excava- 
tions at IMaskl is published in this Report as Appendix B. 

The notes of the Director on the pre-historic sites in the Raichnr district 
are given in a separate report published as Appendix A of this Report. Khwaja 
IMuhammad Ahmad Sahib, who accompanied the Director in his tour of the Raichur 
district and helped him in the im'estigation of the various sites, was subsequently 
deputed to attend the International Congress of Prediistoric and Protodiistoric 
Sciences held at Oslo. Khwaja iMuhammad Ahmad Sahib read at this Congress 
a paper on tlie prehistoric sites of the Raichur District which was much appre- 
ciated by the audience. Khwaja liluhammad Ahmad’s paper is published as 
Appendix 1 ) in this Report. 

To complete the account of the exploration of the Raichur district mention 
must be made of the ^ludgal Fort which has almost a continuous history from the 
time of the Yada\'a kings when it was the seat of a provincial governor, down to 
the \'ictorian period of the British history in India, for in the treaty of iSOo we 
And iMudgal included in the districts which were returned to H.E.H. the Xizani. 
A separate article on the Fort of iMudgal by the Director is published as Appendix 
C in this Report. 

Another group of important monuments surveyed in the Raichur district 
com])rises the temples of Gabbur which besides the variety of their designs have 
an additional interest for the anticpiary in possessing several contemporarv inscrip- 
tions. The distance of Gabbiir from Raichur is flfteen miles as the crow flies, but 
])roceeding by a motor-car one has to go first to Kalmalla on the Raichur-Lingsugur 
road and afterwards to divert to the Deodurg fair weather road. The way from 
Deodurg to Gabbur consists only of a cart track and is not fit for motor tratfle 
except in summer. 

The most important temples are : — 

(i) Midc Sainkara Kil Deval, or the shrine dedicated to v^amkara, a name of 
Siva (doer of good) (Plate XI a-b). The temple is built of rough grey stone and 
has a high plinth. The plan of the building consists of a porch (ii ft. 5 in. square) 
towards the north, a hall (38 ft. square) with a music pavilion (ib ft. 6 in. square) 
in the middle, an ante-chamber (13 ft. 6 in. by il ft. 4 in.) and a shrine (ib ft. 
3 in. by 13 ft. b in.). The door of the shrine has perforated stone screens at 
either side and a carved frieze at the top, which contains the figure of the 
Gaja-Laksmi in the middle. There are also dvarpalas, a pair at the door of the 
shrine and another, larger in size, at the main entrance. The carving is plain on 
account of the roughness of the stone. There is a cistern, 134 ft. square, in 
front of the temple. There are two inscriptional tablets, one near the northern 
entrance, and the other near the western. Impressions of these two inscriptions 
have been taken. The plinth of the temple requires repair and the roof is also in 
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need of attention for grass is growing over it. The conser\^ation of this temple 
will be included in the next year’s programme of special repairs. 

(2) The temple ofVenkatesvara. — It is built at the western side of a large cistern, 
styled the Sat baolT or the ‘ seven cisterns ’ on account of its vast expanse 
(Plate X b) . The cistern has finely carved masonry steps all round but they have 
decaved because of the inclemencies of the weather and the neglect of centuries. 
The principal temple is closed on all sides with beautifulh' carved screens and the 
access is from a door facing the north. The plan of the building consists of a porch 
(8 ft. 9 in. by 6 ft. 8 in.) facing the north, a hall (22 ft. square) with a music 
mandap (ii ft. square) in the middle, and shrines with ante-chambers on three 
sides towards the east, the west and the south. ^ The shrine towards the south 
has a corridor round it in which nine salinikas have been fixed. There is a 
saliinka inside the shrine as well, and originally there was also a linga, but now in its 
place an image of Afisnu has been installed, its appearance being somewhat 
damaged by pious votaries who have filled its eyes with silver. The image of Afisnu 
in the western shrine is beautifully carved, and has so far escaped the zeal of 
votaries for the ornamentation of divine images. The eastern shrine has a linga. 

The carvings on the exterior of this temple, representing figures of deities 
and animals, are elegant, and among these the figures of elephants are particularly 
striking. A square pillar, on which an inscripti(ni is carved, is fixed in the 
court of this temple, at the north-east angle. In recent times considerable altera- 
tions and additions have been made to the western side of this temple, which is 
used as a matt or monastery now. There is a temple to the west of this nuitt 
which will be described in its proper place. 

(3) Teniplc of Vasveshvar. — This temple adjoins AAnkate.svar’s temple on 
the east. It has a roughly carved lamp-post in its court and the effigies of two 
elephants at its entrance. On entering the court, the visitor first notices a 
temple to his right and another in front. The plan of the temple on the right 
consists of a small room (12 ft. 10 in. square) with a narrow corridor and an ante- 
chamber (7 ft. 6 in. by 6 ft.) and a shrine (7 ft. 6 in. square) at its western end. 
There is a Ihiga and also the figure of Kumara (son of Surya) in the shrine. 

The temple in front, towards the south, is entered by a small door. Its plan 
consists of a hall (22 ft. square) with shrines on three sides, towards the east, 
the west and the south. Each of these shrines has an ante-chamber in front 
of it but the dimensions of the shrines as well as those of the ante-chambers are 
very insignificant, the former measuring 8 ft. by 6 ft. 9 in. and the latter 6 ft, 
9 in. by 5 ft. A large nandi is now placed in the ante-chamber of the eastern 
shrine. The western shrine has a linga and the southern an image of Ai’snu. 
The latter figure is damaged. The door of the western shrine is most elegantlv 
carved, particularh' the female figure at the right end of the frieze. An 
inscriptional tablet may be seen near the nagitlcalas, and other religious figures 
are fixed near the steps descending to the tank from this temple. 

Reverting our footsteps to the temple of A'enkatesvara, it may be observ’ed 
that there are two adjuncts to this temple ; one towards the north and the other 


1 The shrines and ante-chambers are of uniform size, each measuring 8 ft. g iu. by 7 ft. 
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towards the west, both being used as mutts. The mutt towards the west has a 
temple behind it, containing an inscription. The plan of this temple consists of 
a hall (20 ft. square) with .shrines on three sides. The shrines have ante-chambers, 
the latter measuring S ft. in. by 6 ft. and the former S ft. 6 in. ])y S ft. The 
shrine towards the north has a projection on one side which is, howevt-r, modern- 
The style of architecture of this group of temples belongs to the loth to i2th 
centuries A.l). and they all appear to have been built during this period. The 
plans are more or less stereotyjx-d, square halls with projections on three 
sides, serving the purpose of shrines generally dedicated to the Hindu Triad, Siva, 
^*isml and Brahma. The ])illars are low and the interiors dark and mvsterious. 
The carving on the other hand is elegant and vivacious showing the artists’ 
delight in the pleasures of life. 

At the back of the mutt to the north of Venkatesvara’s temple, the remains of 
another temple may be seen. They consist of some cells which are imw partlv 
buried under debris and earth. 

iq) IsJiviirii Dci'dl . — About one hundred yards further north there is another 
temple, dedicated to Sh'a. The teiiqde has an inscriptional tablet in its court. 
The plan of the temple consists of a porch iq ft. square), a hall (i6 ft. square), 
au ante-chamber (c) ft. by 4 ft.) and a shrine iq ft. square). The carving of thi-- 
tem])le is jdain. There is a small bull iiiaiuli) in the court. Proceeding further, 
towards the village (Jiaodi, another temple may be noticed which is similar in 
plan to Ishvara’s temple (Xo. 4). It has a uaiidi in its hall and the image of Mra- 
bhadra in the shrine. 

(5) Ganui-s^iidi Mutt. — doing further, towards the north there is a mutt, 
>t>-led the danni-gudi Mutt. It has a beautifully carved door but the interior 
is filthy, being used as a cattle pen. The mutt has a shrine at its back. 

To the north-east of the latter there is a structure with a ruined temple in the 
ground floor and a mosque at the top. There is a tank in front of this structure, 
and ii appears that originally the tank was connected with the temple which has 
fallen into ruins now. 

lO) Bltaugay Busuppa Jcuiple . — At a short distance from the latter shrine is 
a modern temple, called the Bliangar Basappa dudi. It has a hall open from three 
sides and a shrine containing an image of dauesa. There are also two nandis, 
one of a fairly large size and the other small. An inscriptional tablet is fixed 
outside this temple towards the south-west, 

(, 7 ) (Jidiidi Gate. — Near the last mentioned temple is the Chandi datewav, the 
outer arch of which shows i\Iosleni influence. There are temples on either side 
of the gateway, facing the north, and au inscriptional tablet is fixed near the 
arched entrance. The plan of the temples consists of a hall, an ante-chamber 
and a shrine. The temple on the left has effigies of two elephants near the 
entrance and a Unga inside the shrine. The other temple has the image of 
\ isuu in the shrine. The carving, like the architecture of these two temples, is 
very plain, and they do not appear to be old. 

(8) Hanumdn’s Temple . — .Vlmost facing the Chandi Gateway is a temple 
dedicated to the monkey-god, Hanuman. It has a long inscription carved on the 
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plinth of the temple, extending to several stones. The plan of the temple consists 
of a pillared hall (22 ft. by 21 ft.) and a shrine (8 ft. by 7 ft. 6 in.), the latter with a 
circnmambulatory passage 7 ft. wide. The door of the shrine has carved 
screens on either side, and in the interior is the image of a Hannman resting on a 
saliinka. The treatment of the hair of some male figures carved in the hall is 
interesting. 

(9) Temple neay the Jdmi‘ Masjid . — Near the principal mosque of the village 
there is another temple dedicated to the worship of Siva. It has a small uandi 
and a Unga in the hall, two loose images of Ganapati in the ante-chamber and 
another Unga in the shrine. The architectural style of the temple is plain, but 
the building has a high plinth. An inscriptional tablet is fixed in the temple. 

Near the northern end of the mud- wall (enclosure) of the village is a tank 
with some old temples at its western bank. One of them is dedicated to Hannman. 
and it has an inscriptional tablet. 

On coming out from the western gate of the village, which is styled the iMosnr- 
kul gate, the visitor will notice another temple dedicated to vSiva. The ante- 
chamber of this temple has beautiful perforated screens and also a pair of dvara- 
palas. In this temple there are also the effigies of two elephants, mifortunately. 
mutilated. An inscriptional tablet may also be seen in the court of this temple, 
in the south-east portion. 

In the close vicinity of the temple is a well, and along the flight of steps a Idack 
stone tablet is fixed which bears an inscription. The tablet is now partly buried 
under earth. 

From this temple a general view of the enclosure walls of Gabbur can be had. 
They are of different periods, but the most interesting feature which the\- ])resent 
is the square form of their bastions which are apparently of ^Moslem design. Some 
scholars have recorded the existence of three inscriptional tablets in the environs 
of Gabbur towards the north-west ; (i) at Yellur Band!, (2) in Jambnlingaya 
temple, and (3) in Xagerbhushan temple. I investigated these sites, ljut could 
not trace the tablets. 

On the main road from Raichur to Lingsugur, at the place where the road 
branches towards Deodurg, is a temple dedicated to vSiva. In the enclosure wall 
of this temple, towards the south and east, two black stone tablets bearing 
Canarese inscriptions, are built. On account of exposure, the letters of these 
inscriptions are nearly obliterated. 

Passing on to the Aurangabad District, a new vihava cave has been discovered 
at Bhokardan, a taluqa town. Bat. 20 i 5 ' N. and Dong. 75 46' 56" E. The viham 
consists of a double hall, with six cells at the back. Both apartments of the hall 
conjointly measure 60 ft. by 30 ft. and the cells, each of them, 10 ft. bv 7 ft. 6 in 
The columns of the hall are plain but massive in proportion, and one of them bears 
an inscription the script of which appears to be of the 9th century A.D. The impres- 
sions of the inscription have been sent to Dr. N. P. Chakravarti, Epigraphist to 
the Government of India, for decipherment of the text.^ There are sculptures 

1 Dr, Chakravarti has written to me that the inscription is in Kaiiiidda-Telugii characters of about the 9 th 
century A.D. It reads [Sn] Utpattipidiism, which appears to be the name of a Telu^u-Chola or Pallava chief as 
names ending in puiugu are found in those two families. 
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on the right and left walls of the viliaya as also at the doorways of the cells. The 
shrine has a pair of dvarapala carved along the jambs of the door. Inside the shrine 
there are traces of a yoni, and the vihava originally seems to have been dedicated 
to the Saivite worship. 

Among the principal sculptures those on the right wall are (i) \’isnu resting 
on the ser|rent, (2) Siva and Parvati and another female deity riding on a peacock, 
(3) four female deities who are seated while another is standing, (4) figures of animals 
and birds — peacock, elephant, buffalo and giraffe and 15) Siva with two gods in 
front of him. The sculptures on the left wall represent (i) A woman armed with 
bow and arrow, (2) Fdephant-fight and Tiger-fight, (3) God and Goddess with 
warriors and (4) some male and female figures both in the standing and sitting 
positions. 

Owing to the neglect of centuries and the inundations of the river Kelna, 
on the bank of which the viJiara is excavated, it was choked with silt and access 
to the interior of the cave was difficult. The silt was removed immediately 
after the discovery and steps are being taken to repair the columns and the lower 
parts of the walls and door frames which have decayed owing to moisture. It 
is also proposed to build a strong embankment in front of the cave so that the water 
of the stream may not cause any further havoc at the time of its inundation 
during the rainy season. 

In the course of exploring the northern parts of the Aurangabad District a 
visit was paid to the battle-field of Assaye — fiat. 20^ 15' 15" X., Long. 75° 56' 
15" E. The place is some seven miles east of Bhokardan and 15 to 16 miles from 
Sillod which is on the main road from Aurangabad to Ajanta. A tablet is set up 
at the site where the gallant men of the 74th Highlanders, the 19th Light Dragoons 
and 4th Madras Cavalry gave their lives in winning the battle against the 
IMarathas. The village of Assaye is included in a jdgJy the holder of which has 
been requested to build a bungalow for the comfort of those who may visit this 
important historic site.^ The place is accessible by motor during winter, and 
when the Sillod-Bhokardan road has been consolidated the means of coniinunica- 
tion will become comparatively easier. 

The survey operations were extended to the northernmost limit of the district, 
and the forts of Baitalbari and \’isagarh were also explored. The former 
(Plate XII <d is a hill fort situated some ten miles west of Fardapur. The Ajanta 
ghats about this locality attain their highest elevation and are nearly 1,000 ft. 
above the plains of Khandesh. The fort has some old guns mounted on its walls, 
but all the inner buildings are in ruins. The fort of Visagarh or ‘Abbasgarh 
(Plate XII h) is some three miles further west, being situated at the head of 
the valley in which the Ghatotkach vihayas are excavated. The old name of the 
fort was Taltam which is mentioned in contemporary IMugfial writings. There are 
two inscriptions, one on the Jarundi gate belonging to the reign of Murtaza Xizam

1 It is interesting to note that fragments of field-pieces, cannon balls, musket balls and grape shots are .still 
(.uind in the fields when the cultivator ploughs the land. During our short visit we were able to collect a large 
Jfniimber of bullets which have since been depo'^ited at the Hyderabad Museum. 
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Aurangzeb and it is carved on the Baitalbari gateway. There is a third gateway 
which is called the Jinjala Darwaza but it has no inscription. The bastions 
and walls of the Fort are built of large blocks of masonry, and are in a fair 
state of preservation, but the inner buildings of the fort, consisting of palaces 
and mosques, have fallen into ruins. The height of the walls is some twenty feet, 
and a bastion which is built in the southern part of the fort rises to a height of 
thirty-five feet. One piece of sculpture shows a tiger, holding four elephants, one 
each under his four paws. There is another sculpture, near the mosque, represent- 
ing an elephant with chains round his trunk and feet. There are two tanks inside 
the fort, one of which is called the Diidya Taldo or the Milk Tank on account of 
the sweetness of its water. The two inscriptions of the fort are being edited in 
the Epigraphia Eido-Moslemica. 

i\Ir. Syed Yusuf, the Assistant Director, surveyed some monuments in the 
Warangal and iMedak districts which are described below : — 

‘ Katdchpiir Temples ; The village of Katachpur lies in dense forest a furlong 
to the west of the Warangal-iMulug Road, midway between the 17th and i8th 
milestone. The village has been considerably reduced, now containing only 
ten or twelve thatched huts. To the north of the village is an extensive sheet of 
fresh water that goes by the name of Katachpur Tank. On the southern bund of 
the tank, concealed under a thick palm^’ra grove and overgrown with rank vegeta- 
tion, are the remains of two Chalukyan temples, which from their general plan, 
architectural features and traits of workmanship, appear to be contemporary 
with the Palampet, Ghanpur and Thousand Pillar Temples (Plates XIII a-h). 
The temples are constructed of grey granite, chiselled and dressed most elegantly, 
and are similar to each other in size and form, being both cruciform in plan and 
measuring 54 ft. each way. But the temples differ from each other in one respect, 
and, that is, that the first temple, as the visitor enters the area from the east, 
has its entrance towards the north, whereas the entrance of the other temple 
(to the west of the former) faces the east. That the temples were dedicated to 
Saivite worship is erddenced b}' the existence of a mutilated nandi placed on the 
platform to the right of the steps leading to the entrance porch. The carvings on the 
doorjambs and the lingas inside the shrines are further proof of the Saivite form 
of worship to which the temples were originally dedicated. But one extraordinary 
object which holds the attention of the visitor is a Msnu figure fixed on to a 
square yoni and kept in the main shrine of temple No. 2. The yoni is always 
the seat of the linga, the association of this object here with the figure of \’isnu 
is therefore a thing which is a little perplexing at first sight. But from all appear- 
ances this seems to be a change which has taken place in later times. Both temples 
lie in a rectangular court enclosed by a massive stone masonry wall similar in 
technique to the enclosure wall of the Palampet temples. 

‘ The temples, ha\ 4 ng been deserted for centuries, are in a bad state of preser- 
vation. The Department is adopting measures to repair and protect them. 

‘ Temples and other monuments at Kondapaka ; Kondapaka is a village of modest 
dimensions in the Siddipet Taluqa, Medak District. The village is approached by 
a cart track starting from the 54th milestone of the Hyderabad-Sidclipet road 
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and leading to the town, which lies at a distance of about 2 miles to the west of 
the road. To the extreme west of the town surrounded by fields are two old 
Saivite temples about i<j ft. apart from each other and enclosed by a coarse but 
massive stone masonry wall. The enclosure had originally two entrances, both 
being placed in front of the temples, but of these only the eastern entrance is 
now kept open and the other has been blocked up. The temples themselves are 
not important either from any architectural or artistic point of view, being plain 
Hemadpanti structures with substructure of massive stone masonry and the 
sikharas of brick and lime. The walls and roofs of the buildings are very low, 
being 8 ft. in height, and the interiors are extremely dark. Temple Xo. i (north) 
is a single-shrined temple with a miaidapa in front and surrounded by a gallery ; 
and temple Xo. 2 (South) is a triple-shrined structure with the inahamandapa in 
the middle. Both the temples face towards the east and the shrines contain 
liugas and detached images of Mrabhadra and other deities. 

‘ Though of no great significance architecturally, the importance of the 
temples lies in the two inscriptions which exist in the vicinity. A black basalt 
tablet fixed opposite the entrance of temple Xo. l has been inscribed on its three 
faces. A monolithic pillar [dlpdaii) — ii' 2" above ground level — stands just 
behind the inscription slab. Another inscription slab (in two pieces) lies opposite 
temple Xo. 2. This slab has been carved out of the bottom of a previous mnidl 
as is evidenced by the pedestal as well as the traces of the chains and bells that 
decked the neck of the animal. The inscription runs on all the four sides of the 
slab. Both the inscriptions, which are in old Telugu and belong to the Kakatiya 
dynasty of Warangal, have been copied and arrangements are being made to 
decipher them. It is hoped that when the records are studied they may throw 
some light on the events of the age. 

‘ About six furlongs to the south-west of the village of Kondapaka is a 
picturesque hillock known as the iNIahaleshvara. ( 3 n the top of the hillock is a 
big boulder the western face of which contains a long inscription in old Canarese. 
The inscribed space measures 6 ft. by 5 ft. and the letters are in a tolerably well- 
preserved state, but as the surface of the stone is extremely coarse and rugged, 
it is not possible to obtain a rubbing of the inscription. It can, however, be photo- 
graphed. A wide but extremely low natural cavern, which also faces the west, 
exists near the brow of the hill. The cavern is devoid of any inscription or any 
other features of archaeological interest, but red ochre has been applied to its fa9ade 
in later days and a detached slatestone figure of a itandi as well as the head of 
the image of a Hindu deity are placed inside the cavern. 

‘ About a mile and a half to the north-east of the village (i.e. about half a mile 
from the Hyderabad-Siddipet road) is another big boulder, aboirt 8 ft. in diameter, 
situated in a field. This boulder also bears a large Canarese inscription carr-ed on 
its top. The inscribed space measures 6 ft. by ft. and the letters are extraordi- 
narily bold, being 2 in. high. As the surface of the boulder is extremely rough 
and the letters are a little abraded it is not possible to obtain an estampage of the 
inscription. Brrt this inscription also can be photographed. 

‘ In a small temple in the fields towards the south of the village is a detached 
image of Virabhadra, about 4 ft. high. The image is very handsome and is a fair 
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specimen of the Chalukyan school. The modelling and anatomy of the body 
of the sculpture is of a superior order but the head is a little crude, being more of 
a conventional type. As the temple and the image are both deserted and no 
worship is offered to them the image may be transferred with the consent of the 
Revenue authorities to the Hyderabad ^luseum for exliibition.’ 

During the year under report several new prehistoric sites have been dis- 
covered. Their exact localities and the names of the persons who have discovered 
the sites are given below : —

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The work of the conservation of the Ajanta caves continued as usual during Conservation 
the year. The presen'ation of the frescoes on the ceiling of Cave I which had been 
occupying the Department b attention for the last two years has progressed con- 
siderably. As a result, the entire ceiling of the antechamber of this cave has been 
fully conserved and the two well known subjects, the Temptation of the Buddha 
and the INIiracle of vSarasvati, have received a thorough treatment. The central 
portion of the ceiling of this cave, which was badly cracked, has also been restored 
bv means of cement plaster stained to match the original colour. In Cave X\TI 
the work of the repairs to the ceiling of the verandah was taken in hand and a 
greater half of the work was executed towards the close of the year. As a result 
of the excavations carried out in front of Cave XX^T the old court and the steps 
of that cave have been exposed to view. The excavations have also disclosed 
the remains of two chapels, one on either side of the court, besides the carving of 
the plinth of the main temple. 

Among the maintenance works the following deserve special mention : — 

(<r) The lower portion of the walls of Cave I, which was disintegrating, 
has been strengthened by means of cement plaster, and repairs ha\'e 
been executed to the parapet opposite the cave. 

(b) A new ramp was constructed in front of Cave I and this affords an easy 

access to the cave. 

(r) A new coping has been added to the parapet in front of Caves IV and \’II. 

{( 1 ) A new railing and parapet have been erected opirosite Cave \TI. 

(c) A parapet wall has been constructed in front of Caves \TII and IX and 

new steps have been cut in the rock to facilitate access to the caves. 

if) The debris and fallen rock lying in between Caves IX and X have been 
cleared awa\' and a new parapet constructed in front of the caves. 

(g) The stupa and the pillars of Cave IX which were decaying at the bottom 
have been strengthened by means of cement plaster stained to match 
the original colour. 

(/d The openings of the doors and windows of Cave X\T which had badlv 
decayed have Ireen repaired by means of cement concrete and their 
decayed wooden frames have been replaced bv new ones. 

The caves road, from Fardapur Rest House to Ajanta caves, the construction 
of which was in progress in the year 1344 Fasli and mentioned in the Department’s 
Annual Report relating to that year, has been completed during the year under 
review. A total sum of Rs. 76,200 was sjrent on this work. The road has been 
constructed by the Public Works Department and the question of access to the 
caves in all the seasons of the year has thus been settled once for all. 

At Ellora, the campaign of the conservation of the caves contitiued as usual. 

In addition to the general repairs and clearance of the caves, new approaches were 
constructed to the Ramesvara and Sita-kl-Xahani. Previously the paths to these 
caves, although motorable, were rather steep but the new approaches have now 
rendered the caves most easily accessible. The passage between Caves XX\TI 
and XX\TII has also been widened to afford easier access to the caves. 
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At Khiildabad, the Kali Masjid and the tomb of Hazrat Oazi Zia’u-d-din in 
its courtyard, were in a very bad state of preservation. These buildings were 
cleared of rank vegetation and thoroughly conserved and a new approach was also 
made to connect these monuments with the main road. 

Petty repairs were also executed to the lattice work screens round the tombs 
of Hazrat Asaf Jah I and Aurangzeb. 

The work of the restoration of the Tomb and Garden of Bani Begam, a refer- 
ence to which has been made in the Department’s Annual Report for 1344 Fasli, 
made considerable progress during the year under report. The work will continue 
in future years. 

In the Daulatabad Fort, in addition to the general repairs and clearance of 
the fortifications, bastions and other buildings, petty repairs were executed to 
the subterranean passages leading to Balahisar. The steps and roofs of the 
passages, which on account of their decayed condition were previouslv a real 
menace to visitors, have now been rendered quite sound. Apart from this, 
the decayed wooden chhajjas of the Baradari of the Balahisar have been re- 
placed by means of cement concrete chhajjas. This helps a great deal in restoring 
the original aspect of the Balahisar. 

In the group of the Aurangabad caves, besides the petty repairs executed to 
the caves, the bridal path, the approaches and steps leading to the caves have been 
repaired after the seasonal rains. A permanent grant of Rs. 500 has been allotted 
for the maintenance of these monuments. 

Among the monuments of the city of Aurangabad the conservation of 
the Delhi and Jafar Darwazas deserves special mention. The chhatri on the 
right bastion of the Delhi Darwaza had fallen down and the bastion itself had 
developed a large crack. To remedy these defects the masonry work of the bastion 
has been restored and a new dihatri built on it. The new chhatri matches in design 
its rival on the left bastion of the Darwazas (Plate XI\’ a~h). As these works de- 
manded special technical skill they were executed under the direct supervision 

of the Department. The Ja'far Darwaza has also been restored in strict accordance 
with its original form. 

Another important centre where conservation work has been carried out on 
a large scale is Bidar. The excavations of the Takhat Mahall area mentioned in 
the report for the previous year were further continued during the year under 
review and revealed ground-plans of several new halls and apartments. In 
addition to the excavations of these monuments, the Department bestowed tinielv 
care on their protection, as a result of which the floorings and the remains of the 
newly excavated buildings have been scientifically treated and conserved. 

To the west of the Takht Mahall enclosure is the Muthamman Burj, a roofless 
octagonal pavilion. This building was in an extremely dilapidated condition 
but has now been substantially conserved. At the Chini Mahall fresh remains 
of old flooring and tile decoration were discovered and scientifically cleared and 
preserved. Apart from the above works, petty repairs were also execvited to the 
ramparts, gateways and parkotas of the Fort, the most important among these 
being the Western (Delhi) Gate and the Kalyani Burj. 
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The network of roads inside the fort was further extended, and the construction 
of the new circuit road outside the Fort also made considerable progress during the 
year. 

The work relating to the conservation of the IMadrasah of Mahmud Gawan, 
referred to in the Annual Report for 1344 Fasli, made considerable progress during 
the year. The hall behind the mosque in the right wing has been conserved and 
suitable repairs executed to the walls, roofs and terraces of the building. 

In the group of the tombs of the Baridi kings special attention was paid to 
the Tomb of Amir Baric! II. This monument, which was started on an extensive 
scale, remained incomplete from the beginning. The tops and masonre joints of 
the walls, being exposed for centuries to the inclemency of the weather, were falling 
into ruin. The Department adopted timely measures to protect the monument 
from further decay. Repairs were also carried out on the other minor tombs 
in the vicinitv of this monument and the whole group of buildings has thus 
been thoroughly conserved. At ‘Ali Barid’s tomb besides petty repairs on the 
building, the interior of the dome was washed clean of the dust gathered for 
centuries. This has helped to display the whole array of the tile work in its full 
glory. Repairs were also executed to the dome of Ibrahim Barid’s tomb. 

The steps of the Farh Bagh had been damaged b}’ rains, as there was no 
suitable arrangement for the drainage of water. A masonry drain has been cons- 
tructed along the steps and the steps themselves have been suitably repaired. 

The roof of the Farh Ba gh mosejue has been repaired and the drainage of the 
building improved. New steps have been built for the convenience of those visitors 
who want to see the buildings in the lower stages of this garden. 

During the year under report the Director of Archaeology carried out a thorough Excavation 
survey of prehistoric and protohistoric sites in the Raichur District. At iMaski 
the Asokan Edict had already been discovered in 1915 A.D. During the year 
under review excavations were conducted on and around this site, as a result 
of which many prehistoric and protohistoric antiquities were discovered. The 
stone implements, terra-cotta figurines, beads and several other antiquities found 
at these sites have now been deposited in the Hyderabad Museum. Detailed 
articles on these discoveries appear as Appendices A, B and D. 

In the field of lipigraphy the Assistant Director discovered four Hindu ins- Epigraphy 
criptions in the vicinity of the village of Kodapaka, Siddipet Taluqa in the iMedak 
District. They have been described with greater detail elsewhere in this report. 

The Director of Archaeology’ collected about sixty estampages of inscriptions from 
Kalyani in the Gulbarga District, from IMudgal in the Raichur District, Taltam, 

Msagarh and Anarh in the Aurangabad District and from Golconda and Hyderabad 
proper. These inscriptions are being published in the Epigraphia Indo-Moslemica 
for 1935-36 A.D. 

The Kalyani inscriptions contain two Tughluq inscriptions ; one of Ghiyathu- 
d-Din and another of IMuhammad HI. The remaining belong to Nizam Shahis 
of Ahmadnagar and ‘Adil Shahis of Bijapur. One inscription on a gun belongs 
to the reign of iMubarak Shah Fariiqi of ^^andesh. The Golconda and Hyderabad 
inscriptions belong to the Outbshahi kings while the Mudgal inscriptions belong 
to the ‘Adil Shahis of Bijapur. 
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Apart from the above. P. Sreenivaschar, M.A., Ph.D. (Pond.), has edited 
for the Department the long old Telugu Inscription of the Raichur Fort, dated 
$aka 1216 (C. 1294 A.D.). which appears as Appendix E of this Report 
(Plate XV). 

During the year under report the Department has accpired 2,199 coins, 14 Numismatics 
of which are gold, 560 silver and 1,625 copper. Of the silver coins three have been 
presented by the Central IMuseum, Nagpur. 

During the year under report the Curator of the (Museum was deputed to attend Museum 
the International Congress of Numismatists and Centenary of the Royal Numis- 
matic Society held at Rondon, and also the International Congress of Prehistoric 
and Protohistoric Sciences held at Oslo (Norway). During his absence (Mr. R. (M. 

Joshi, (M.A., officiated in his place and discharged his duties satisfactorily. 

An exhibition of the prehistoric and protohistoric antiquities discovered in the 
Raichur district was held in the (Museum. The exhibition was visited by a large 
number of students and proved a great success. (Mr. S. F. (Markham, a member 
of the British Parliament and (Mr. H. Hargreaves, the Ex-Director General of 
Archeeology in India, visited the (Museum on behalf of the Empire (Museums 
Association and were taken round by the Director of Archaeology himself. They 
paid a high tribute to the manner in which exhibits have been classified and 
arranged. 

The work of collecting exhibits has made a steady progress. Through the 
kind interest of (Mr. R. M. Crofton, I.C.S., the Revenue Secretary, some interesting 
pieces of Nawab Ghalib Jung’s furniture have been saved from ruin and deposited 
for safe custody at the Hyderabad (Museum. The furniture throws considerable 
light on the life of the nobles of Hyderabad during the last century. 

The question of constructing a Picture Gallery close to the (Mtiseum is receiving 
the deep and sympathetic attention of the Government. In this connection our 
thanks are due to the Right Honourable Sir Akbar Hydari, and to .Sir Theodore 
Tasker for their active help. A detailed note on the working of the Hyderabad 
(Museum appears as Appendix O. 

In addition to the publication of the Anniial Report for the year 1343 Fasli Publications 
the Department compiled the following publications : —

2. A Marathi version of the Director’s lecture in Urdu, ‘ The Art of 

Painting at Ajanta ’.

contains fifteen cards illustrating the monuments of Aurangabad. 

4. Compilation of the Assistant Director’s paper ‘ The Antiquities of 

Warangal ’ read at the fifth anniversary of the Warangal College. 

This paper will be issued shortly in the form of a monograph. 

During the year under review no volumes have been acquired for the library Library 
of the Department.

A complete list of these volumes with their 
titles and authors’ names is given in this Report as Appendix K.

Khan Bahadur 5Ir. vSyed Ahmad, the Artist-Curator of Ajanta, prepared 
seven colour copies of the frescoes of Ajanta for the Department’s record and 5Ir. 

5Iuhammad Jalaluddin, tlie Artist of Ellora, prepared six colour copies of the 
Ellora frescoes and four copies of the frescoes of the Aurangabad Ca\'es. The 
titles and scales of these copies are given in Appendices 51 and N.

This article C(')ntains also a reference to the Report by the Rev. (h Kei'- on the groups 
of ' Doliiieiis ’ in the Benkal Forest, In iSSS, ]Mr. R. Bruce Foote of the Geological Suivey of tlie 
Goveriiiiient of India during his investigations of the geology of the Raichur district found a large 
number of neolithic sites whence he collected artefact^ which were ultimately purchased by the 
Madras (rovernment and deposited in the Madras Museum of Prehistoric Antipuitie'> in I004. 

The late Captain Leonard Munn, vSpecial Olllcer, Hyderabad Geological Survey, tluring hi-^ work

In December, 1035, and in the beginning of the year ir)30, the Arclueological De])artment, 
Hyderabad, made a survey of some prehistoric and liistonc sites of the western tahiqas of the Raichur 
district, which are described below : 

Maskl \ During this tour the Department lias concentrated attention chiefly on the ex])loratioii 
of Maski, the reasons being apparent ; first iMaski has an Asokan Edict and secondly it has been a gold 
working centre from very early times. Some scholars have even suggested that ^laski may be iden- 
tified with vSuvannagiri (the gold mount), the capital of Asoka’s viceroy of the Deccan. 

After a general survey the entire area the following six sites were selected for excavation . — 

1. The Asokan Edict cave and other natural caverns in the same hill 

2. A Xatural Spring 

3. An Old Well 

4. Sultan Muhammad’s Field 

5. Sulidibba 

b. Helekethanhatti. 

Among these places the field of Sultan Muhammad appeared to be tlie site of the old t(A\n of 
Maski, for the surface of the field is strewn over with pieces of painted pottery, cliank bangles, iron 
slag and even with broken artefacts of diorite and hornblende. The excavation here jiroduced very 
satisfactory results, for the finds contain a large variety of lapiz lazuli, carnelian, onyx, cr> stal and 
garnet bea(D besides a great variety of terra-cotta figurines and a mould or seal belonging to tlie ist 
or and century B.C. As lapis lazuli is not found in India its presence here as well as in tlie caini"^ 
excavated at Raigir is of considerable significance. vSome carnelian beads with white inlay design.s 
are similar to those recently found at Mohenjo-Daro. 

Rodalknnda : The village is in the Sindlinur taliuyu situated si^me 0 miles to the east of Gorebal, 
the latter being on the vSindhniir-Gangavati road. To the west of the village there are two hillocks ; 
one of them has a small fort of the ibth or 17th century. The artefacts are found in great abundance 
in the valley between the two hillocks and also along the slopes of the hillock wliich has the fort. The 
Director and the Curator, Hwlerabad Miueum, stayed at Rodalkonda for three hours and picked 
up about 3 dozen complete and incomplete artefacts. 

Goharkallur : The village is in the vSindhnur taluqa, situated ^onie 4 miles to the south-west 
of Rodalkonda. The village nestles at the foot of a hillock which has a fort at its top. The artefacts 
are found on the western slo])es of the hill. Iron slag also is found in great abundance and there 
are traces of smelting factories. 

Mathal : It is a village in the Ling>ugrir taluqa, -ituated some 12 miles from the latter town. 
The kuchcha path to the village branches from the Lingsugur-Maski road near the i2t]i milestone. 
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The village has a stone wall which shows that at some time it wu'^ of considerable importance, but 
now it consists of only a few houses which are. however, built of masonry. The lull on the slopes of 
which artefacts are found is about a mile and a half to the west of the town. G<dd cru-^her^ and 
iron slag are found in abundance . 

Benkal : A village in the Gangawati ialitqa, situated some b miles to the west of it. The best 
route to approach Benkal is from the Gangawatl-Gingira road ; a kdchchu path branches near the 
6th milestone when coming from Gangawati. The hill to the south of the village has several groups 
of ‘ Dolmens ’ and ‘ Cromlechs h The easternmost group is very extensive, and presents a magni- 
ficent sight. These lulls have also got rock-paintings which have been published by Mr, Munn. He 
has also prepared a very good survey plan of the eastern group of ‘ Dolmens h The archaeological 
Department has taken photographs of the various groups of ‘ Dolmens ’ as well as of the paintings. 

There is also an ash-mound some two furlongs to the south of the village. The mound in early 
times must have been the site of an iron smelting factory. After excavation the ash-mounds have 
invariably proved to be the sites of old smelting factories. 

Bellamravcingiida : It is a deserted village some 2 miles to the west of Dingsugur Cantonment, 
The place has a hill along the slopes of which neoliths are found in great abundance. The hill has 
also a fort at its top which was apparently built in the ibth or 17th century. Iron slag is found in 
great abundance and there are also traces of smelting factories. 

Yerguntv : It is a village in the Lingsugur talnqUy situated some 8 miles to the west of it. Xear 
the village there is a large ash-mound which apparently marks the site of some old smelting factory. 
Gold crushers of large size may still be seen in the village. Chert and agate liakes are found on the 
surface of the mound, 

Ayiahmur : A village situated some 8 miles to the west of Lingsugur. There is a hill near the 
village along the slopes of which pygmy fiakes and stone celts are found. 

Gaiidur : A village in the Lingsugur iahwa, situated some four miles to the south-west of Gur- 
gunta, the latter l)eing connected with Lingsugur by a pacca road. Gaudur has a large ash-mound 
which has been noticed ])revif)usly by Messrs. Bruce Foote, ^Nlaclaren and Munn. In the o])inioii 
of the Archaeological Department the ash-mound marks the site of some old iron or gold smelting 
factory. Chert fiakes are found in great abundance on the mound. The ash-mound is some two 
furlongs to the east of Gaudur. 

Honhalli : A village in the Lingsugur Taliup, situated on the Lingsugur-Gangavati road, some 
4 miles fnnn the former. In some fields near the village are remains of old smelting factories. There 
is a masonry wall around the village. 

Kotcgal : A village in the Manvi taliiqa, situated on the Rai^ur-Lingsugur road, the distance 
of the village from Lingsugur being ii miles. The village has two IfiHocks which have forts at their 
tops. Along the slopes of these hillocks artefacts, iron slag and gold crushers are foxmd. 

Watgal : A \hllage in the Manvi Taluqa situated on the Raichur-Lingsugur road, the distance 
from the latter being 16 miles. There is a hill near the village along the slopes of which iron slag, 
ancient pottery and artefacts are found. 

Kaiitill ; It is a large village, situated on the Raichur-Lingsugur Road. It has a Dak Bungalow 
as well as a Post Office. The distance of Kautal from Lingsugur is 18 miles. There is a hillock 
to the south-west of the village which has several natural caverns. Along the slopes of the hill 
artefacts, iron slag and pieces of ancient pottery are found. To the west of the village is an ash- 
mound on the top of which in comparatively later times a temple has been built. The ash-inound 
marks the site of an old smelting factory. Some 4 miles to the north of Kautal is a small village called 
Tuppaldoddi which has traces of old gold workings. 

Xiiivalkal : A village in the Manvi taluqa, situated on the Raichur-Lingsugur road, the distance 
from the former being 23 miles. It has a hill which has several natural caverns and also a medieval 
fort at the top. Artefacts are found along the slopes of the hill. 

Alisindhi Hill : This hill is situated some 2 miles to the west of Sirwar, a town on the Raichur- 
Lingsugur road. Iron slag and artefacts are found along the slopes of the hill.

Andudtfq^al : A \'illage in the l\Ianvi tulitqj, situated some 3 miles to the south of Kotegal and some 
14 milts from Lingsiigur, It has a hill with a fort. Artefacts and iron slag are found in great abun- 
dance along the slopes of the hill. 

Haldpur : A village m tlie Manvi ‘situated some 4 miles to the south of Anandagal and 

eight miles to the south of Kotegal (the last-named village is on the Raichur-Lingsugur roadj. HfUai^ur 
has a hill along the -lopes of which artefacts are found. 

KeycJud : A village in the Gangawati taluqa, situated some 4 miles to the south of Kalmangi, 
the latter being on the Sindhniir-Tavargira road. Kerehal has a small hill around which artefacts 
are hiund. 

WandiiUi : The village is situated on the Raichfir-Hutti road and is well-known for its gold 
workiiig.s. There is an ash-iiKuiud in the vicinity of the village. Artefacts are found near the a-h- 
mouiid. 

PatkiDidiiddi : A \dllage situated on the Raichiir-Hutti road. To the south of the village is an 
ash-mound.

INIaski (L(nig. jb' 43' hat. 15“ 57') 17 miles south-east by south from Ihng>ugur and 7a inilc"^ 

south-west from Raipur. It m ^-ituated on the right bank o 4 ' a river of the same name which i'^ a 
tributary (d the Tungabhadra. Mask! has a ])(')pulation of about 4,5* people at pre'-ent, but in earlier 
times it must have been a town of considerable size as is a]>parent from the trace'- of it'- iron and gold 
workings which cover a large area. The \'illage is connected with Raicliur by a metalled road and 
there is also the bus service between the twf) places. The late Mr. R. Bruce Poote visited Mask! in 
A.D. and colRcted neolithic implements, such as celts, ciiiseh, scrapers and hone^, a^ well as 
beads and chank and gla-.^ bangle^. The-e are m)W' exhibited in the Prehistoric Section (»f the 
^Madras Museum. In i<)i 3 the Archieohygieal Department, Hyderabad, discovered an Asokan Idlicl 
at Ma'-ki which contained the name of the king^ — while the pre\'i(ais records mentioned him onlv 
by certain epitliets -^uch as Divanam Pixa. ‘ tlw- beloved of the Dods/ and Piyadasi, ‘ the well-wisher 
(of all)’. Some inscriptions of the Chalukxaii kings Irax’e also been found at ^la^'ki in which the ])lace 
is called Piriya-Masangi. 

In i<)J5-7>b during my survey of the ])rehistoric and })r()tohi'^toric site- of the Raidihr Di-trict 
I visited ^hmki and wa- -truck ])y the abundance of artefacts which I noticed on the surface at -oiiie 
sites in the vicinity of the x'illage. Among the-e -itt^ the thld- of Sultan iMuharnmad, wliicli are 
situated some two furlong- due we-t of the present x'illage, were particularly rich in anti»|uitie- and 
I at once decided to dig at -onie i)laces in the-e held-. h)n a closer sutve>' of the fields I found tliat 
they constitute the site of the old town at Ma-ki. acce-s to which from the rix'er-^idt wa-thiough 
a gorge amidst a ring of hill- which surround the site and which origiiiallx' formed its natural detmices. 
The trace-, of the old patli from the river--idc (towards the -outh) are still noticea])le Ironi a -tone 
pavement in the gorge. The hill- ha\'e several -])ur-, the highest of which has a Saivite tem])le ])e relied 
on it now'. The temple from its architecture appear- to be of the thirteenth centurxa ( )ii a s])ur 
near the gorge i- another temple called the Manappaya temple or the Goldsmith’s tem])le. On 
another -pur i- the Weaver’s temple. W’eax'ing and gold-smelting are still the priiuipal iiKlu-trie- 
of the place. In Sultan Muhammad’s fields there were several mounds the surface of which was 
strew'u with iron shig, potsherds and pieces of chank and glass bangles. I'urther along the slo])es 
of the hills, especially at places where the sides of the hill had been cut by rain water, neolithic imple- 
ments, such as celts, chi-el-, cru-hers, hammers, w'ere lying in considerable number. We therefore 
selected the mound- for our excavations and dug to a dejith of 15 to 20 feet. In the course of our 
excavations we did not hnd any houses, but discovered some furnaces for smelting gold or iron. On 
passing the earth through line sieves, we found beads, pieces of chank bangles and terra-cotta figurines. 
The beads were found in great abundance, and are of different colours and sha])es. The precious 
stones Used for this pur[)ose are crystal, amethyst, carnelian, lapis lazuli, agate and blood-stone. 
Coral and chank have also been used for making beads and there are also terra-cotta beads. The 
sha^ies also have a large variety — they are barrel-shaped, bipyramidal, globular, discoid and triangular. 
Some of them have facets cut on them and all of them are bored. Some carnelian beads have 
w'avy designs with a whitish substance inlaid. Among the lapis lazuli beads two are triangular. 
Except lapis lazuli, all stones of wliich the beads have been made are found in the Deccan. The 
abundance of beads found at a single site shows that Mask! at one time was an important centre of 
the bead industry. Greek w riters have referred to the bead industry of Paithan — whence they were 
sent to Western countries. In recent times it has been proved that they were also exported to 
Eastern countries like the Malay Peninsula, but at a much later date. 

The finds from Sultan Muhammad's fields also show that chank was freely used for various 
kinds of ornaments. ^ We have found finger-rings, ear-rings, bangles and necklaces. The designs

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show huting, inci‘^ed ornamental pattern ^ and ‘ relievo ’ work. As chank ornaments have also been 
found in great abundance it appears that chank industry was also one of the jjrincipal industries of 
the old 3 Iaski town. 

Among the terra-cotta articles there are human and animal figurines, beads, circular discs with 
grooves round their circumtVrence and wheels of toy-carts. The human figurines belong to different 
periods — for instance one representing a woman with long trunk and sliort legs is very primitive 
and bears striking resemblance to similar figurines found in Mediterranean countries, particularly 
at Maltai. But some Iiuman figures show fine modelling as well as ornamental work. These appear 
to be of a later period, perhaps of the 4th or 3rd centuries B.C. Among these figurines there is also 
one representing a horse which is very crudely made, and it appears that the horse wars not a familiar 
animal to the potters of those days. The horse has also been badly drawn by the artists of Ajanta. 

The potsherds and complete vessels found in the course of excavation also show a great variety 
and belong to different periods. The earliest here is perhaps the poHshed black and red ^vare Avhich 
is commonly found in the niegalithic tombs of the Deccan and Southern India. I should also 
mention that these black and red polished vessels have been found near human bones which included 
two skulls. The skulls have been sent for examination to the Zoological vSection of the Indian 
Museum and their report as to their character and age has not been received. The other vessels 
are of three colours, dark-red, yellowish-red and grey. The surface is smooth and some of them have 
polish. .Some bear ornamental designs wdiich were executed either by thumb and finger or witli 
a wooden or bone or iron implement, v'^ome designs have been executed in relief by means of a stamp, 
a specimen of which has luckily been found. It represents an elephant and a man. The design 
of both these figures is very primitive. Among other designs, found chiefly on the necks of i)ots, are 
animal figures, floral patterns and geometrical drawings. The painted pottery generally has check- 
designs representing wood or bamboo lattice. The discs with grooves round them show’ a further 
development in ornamentation, for the designs show’ a combination of geometrical patterns with floral 
motifs. Some discs bear figures of animals — tiger, calf, etc. The exact use of these discs or wheels 
is not clear. One authority suggested that they may be ear-rings, for the holes of the ears among 
certain primitive people of India are stretched to unimaginable lengths. 

Among the terra-cotta articles w^e also found the impression of a seal on a small baked disc. 
The characters appear to be of the ist or 2nd century B.C. ; but the seal has not been properly deci- 
phered as yet. The (mnamental potteiw^ belongs to the same period, that is, 3rd to 2nd centuries 
B.C., but some specimens may be earlier. 

Chert flakes have been found in great abundance. They consist of lancets, scrapers and knives. 
Some may have been used as tooth-picks also. The cherts are dark-red, pale-red, creani-wdiite and 
s])otted. Some flakes are of agate wlxile others are of chalcedony. Some flakes are serrated and 
were probably used as combs or for scratching the body. Flakes have also been found in the natural 
caverns which exist in considerable number in the Iiills of Maski. At Maski there are also Menliirs, 
arranged in the form of avenue 

The above features lead us to conclude that ^laski was an important i)lace in Prehistoric as well 
as Protoliistoric times — in the latter period it w’as a great centre of bead and chank industries. Mr. 
Bruce Foote has included a glass industry also in tlxis period. There is plenty of feFpar in the hills 
round ^laski, and felspar getting mixed with ordinar>" clay in the process of making crucibles for 
smelting gold might have assumed a glassy a])pearance wdien placed on strong fire. As a matter of 
fact w’e have found some crucibles wdth a glassy appearance. Pieces of glass bangles have been 
cliiefly collected on the surface. So if they do belong to an early period their date cannot be fixed 
before the 2nd or ist centuiy' B.C. The specimens have various designs and the predominant 
colours are blue and green. A yellow i)aste wfith various ornamental patterns has also been used.

Black and red funereal pottery, polished stone implements and chert tlakes belong to looo B.C. 
or earlier. 

Beads and chank articles and some of the terra-cotta figurines date from 500 to 300 B.C. 

The seal impression and ornamental pottery and some terra-cotta figurines date from 300 to 
100 B.C. Some specimens of glass-bangles may also belong to this period but the majority are of a 
much later period. 



Appendix C 

Xote on the survey of the Miidgal Fort 
By G. Yazdaxi, O.B.E. 

!Mu(lgal or ^ludugul, lia^ a history going back to the Yadava dyna-«ty, several inscriptions of 
which have been discovered in the vicinity of the town. In the beginning of the fourteenth 
century it was an important outpost of the Kakati^’a kingdom, and we read in history that when 
[Malik Nahb, after coiKjuering Deogir, marched towards the South, in order to establish the 
authority of the Delhi kings, he captured ^ludgal along with the sister fortress of Raicliur which 
formed the principal defences of tlie inter liuvial country between the rivers Krishna and Tunga- 
bhadra. After the establishment of the Baihmani kingdom in Gulbarga, .Mudgal was the scene of 
continuous warfare between this dynasty and the Hindu kingdom of \hjayanagar who often laid 
claim to [Mudgal. For romance and history this period is full of interest, and I'iri^ta and some 
other historians have described in detail the story of Muhammad vShah BaihnianFs issuing a draft 
in favour of a party of singers, with whose performance he has pleased, for payment on the Yijaya- 
nagar treasury. Bukka I, the raja of \hjayanagar, resented the insult and he ordered the bearer 
of the draft to be ridden rcmnd the city on an ass and expelled. 

In the reign of Firoz Sliah (r ;()7-i422) w'e read of another passage oi arms between him and 
Harihara Raya, raja of Yijayanagar, the cause of contention being the wanning of the hand of a 
beautiful damsel, the daughter of a goldsmith of Mudgal. These petty jealousies and political 
rivalries continued even after the disintegration of the Baihmani dynasty, when the Bijapur kings 
took possession of the western and southern parts of the territory of the Baihmani kingdom 
including the forts of Raichur and [Mudgal. 

The inscriptions, which at present are to be seen at the Mudgal fort, belong to the Bijapur 
kings, wdio at various times strengthened the defences of the Fort. Three of these epigraphs 
belong to the reign of ‘All y\dil vAhah I, who ruled from 1538-80 A.D. and during whose reign took 
place the battle of Talikota whereat the confederacy of the ^luslim kings of the Deccan inflicted 
the final blow on the rival Hindu kingdom of \hjayanagar towvards its extinction. The reign of 
Ibrahim ‘Add fdiah II (1580-1O27) is also represented by three inscriptions, while only one epigraph 
mentions the name of Muhammad ‘Adil fdiah (i027'57'), but the record is important as it mentions 
the erection of a marble ])alace at the [Mudgal fort. 

The f(ut has a wide moat which is filled wfith water . The width of the moat in several places is 
as much as fifty yards. Beyond the m(')at there i< a scarp with a row' of bastions. Behind the scarp 
is a narrow covered passage and adjoining it the counter-scarp, the bastnms of wdiich are veiw' inas>ive. 
The arrangement of the present fortification shows that the fort was rebuilt after the invention of 
the guns. The courses of niasonry at several places are ot the Hindu style, but the arch-shaped 
paTai)et is of the [Muslim design. The moat and the row of bastions offer a pleasing view ; it is parti- 
cularly striking near the north-east bastion and should not be missed by the visitor (Plate IX 

There are traces of a fausse-brie on the northern side of the fort but unfortunately it has been 
badly damaged in recent times l)y the digging of }}utra}}i for ret)air of roads. The bastions of the 
inner scarp are circular and s(piare in design, the arrangement being that two sipiare bastions have 
a round one on each side . 

In front of the Path Darwaza, which faces the north, there is a very massive bastion, with a curtain 
on each side, thus making a barbican for the defence of the fort. Near this barbican is a guard’s 
room with three arched openings tow ards the north. The arches have rather low init)osts, but their 
form is pleasing. The barbican has a narrow' court with entrances towards the west and north-east. 
The gates of the entrances are in the pillar-and-lintel style. There is a Canarese inscription, 
carved on a stone near the left column of the gateway facing the west. There is another inscription 
on the stone near the riglit column of the same gatew'ay. In the covered passage of this 
gateway there are guards’ rooms on both sides — the openings of these rooms being in the pillar-and- 
lintel style. 
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The massive bastion referred to above has a gun with a Catiarese iii'^cription near the muzzle. 
The gun has long iron pieces in its interior which have been bound outwardly ])y ho( )])'>. In the 
construction of the fort, advantage has been taken of a hillock on the top of wliich the houses of royalty 
and an enclosure wall with bastions have been built. The outer fortifications of ^ludgal cover an 
area of half a square mile. The old Td Gah may be seen from the top of the \hctory Gate bastion. 

There is a Canarese inscription on the right column of the western gateway (inner face) . Ihissing 
through the narrow passage beyond the first gateway there is a second gate\\a>' which has an arch. 
The upper apex of the arch has been filled up with masonry and the entrance is in the pillar-and- 
lintel st^de. The trefi'^il form of the arches of the small windows of tlii> gateway is very pleading 
(Plate IX b). The walls at this point are cyclo])eaii in construction. There are guards’ rooiii^ on 
either side of the passage of this gateway also. 

There is an inscription on a >tone near the left column of tht* eastern entrance o])ening in the 
moat. Above this inscriptic)n are carved a sword, a shield, a spear, a kiddr and a bow and arrow. 
There are five Canarese inscriptions on the first bastion to the left of this entrance. 

The passage from the second gateway turns towards the left and there m a sniall court in front 
of the third gatew'ay wdiich is also arch-shaped, but the apex here also is filled u]) with masonry and 
the entrance is in the pillar-and-lintel style. The guards’ rooms on both rides of the passage of this 
gatew'av are commodioU'^, and this gateway is more massive in construction than the two outer ones 
A boar is carved as an emblem of Vishnu on the right column of the inner entrance of this gateway. 

The effigy of a bull is lying along the road on the right side. The ‘Affiur Kliana has been 
extensively repaired in recent times and it is a modern building now . The mos(iue near it has ])illars 
of Hindu design. It consists of a double pillared hall. On the o])posite side of the road are the 
remains of the Xaubat Khana. On the way to the Bala Hisar is the gunq^owder magazine, wliere 
at one end tw'o compartments have been built for the storage of gun-powder. 

The Bala Hisar is built at the top of the hillock and commands a good view of the interior of the 
fort as well as of the surrounding countr}'. In the w^estern side of the fort is a large cistern wliich 
was filled up with water from the hills to the w'est of the fort. The view from the Biila Hisar gives 
a good idea of the extent of the Fort and of the large garrison wdiich could be accommodated therein 
The roof of the Baradari at the top has fallen down. It originally consisted of a double hall with tw'o 
side rooms. The openings are on all four sides. The parapet of the Baradari has overlapjdng arches 
of the Baihmani style. There are several natural depressions in the rock abo^x, which were utilised 
for storing water. Bastions and w^ahs are built at different points for the defence of the Baradari 
and the other buildings of the Bala Hisar. In the middle a very large bastion is built which is 
round in form. The hill near the Baradari and the large bastion rises in the form of a spur and is 
detached from the lower parts of the hill by a ravine. 

There is a Canarese inscription, caiw^ed on a stone fixed along the steps on the sf)uth-east side 
of the Baradari. There are some natural caverns below' the Xauras or Xakta Burj. The fort i.s 
defended tow'atds the south-w'est side by a range of hills. 

In the w^estern part of the fort there is a large cistern called the Hikrani Baoli— about 140 yards 
in length and 45 to 50 yards in breadth. There is a Moslem inscription of Hilawar ^lan' who 
lived during the reign of Ibrahim h\dil vShah, fixed on a bastion to the w'est of the Hikrani Baoli 

There is cut-plaster decoration in the upper storey of the house of Amrappa Hesmukh designs 

being chiefly floral. The Primary School is located in an old building. It consists of a double hall 
with a room on either side tow'ards the north and south. The arches of these halls are lofty and show' 
a good sense of proportion ; the imposts are rather low' and the roof is vaulted, having six facets 
In the court there are vaulted apartments on either side tow'ards the north and south. The arches 
of these rooms are rather squat in proportion. The arches of the side rooms of the main hall show' a 
fine sense of proportion, but the middle arch is rather stilted. 

Dindar lean's mosque is a small structure, consisting of a hall w'ith wooden jillars The roof 
of the building has been restored in recent times. There is an inscription on the western wall of the 
mosque. 



When cominc( out troiu tlit tort \\c that the fir:^t (innermost) gateway is arch-shaped. It is 

lofty and niassi\'e. The >ec<')iid gateway is built in rather a hybrid style — the openings of the main 
entrance being in the ])illar-aiul-lintel >tyle, and tho'^^e of the guards’ rooms being arch-shaped (trefoil 
form). 

The plinth, column- and ceiling of the guards’ rooms are la\'ishly deccnated with sculpture, which 
on account of the poor ([uality of the stone are soniewdiat coarse. The sculpture^ consist of vahs, 
dvdrapdlds, floral de-ign- and mythical figure^. The cusped trefoil arches of these rooms are very 
intere-ting. 

The outer entrance of thi'- gatewaiy is defended by two projecting buttresses. In view of the 
ma^^i\'e dimen-ioii- of tin - gateway, the windows on account of their tiny size look grotesque. Figures 
of Hindu god- (iTaruda and Hanimian) are car\'ed above these windows. 

The outermost gate i- built in the pillar-and-lintel style and the door i< studded with iron spikes. 
It i^ called Kati on account oi the thorny appearance of the spikes. The panels of this door are 
decorated with figure- of animal- and gods carved in relief. Some of them show neat workmanship. 

A figure of a g< )d holding a cobra is carved on the outer wall of the fort. There is another sculpture 
representing Hanuman. A bridge is built on the moat. The approach is rather narrow. We 
enter through a narrow pa --age and first approach the Kati Darwaza, then the middle gatew'ay in 
the livbrid -t>'le, and finall\' the arched gateway. 

Kii([uirie- Were made about the painting representing the Holy \drgiu from the church autho- 
rities wfiio -aid that no such picture exists now . The old church w as burnt some 40 years ago. The 
new building was constructed in 1003. 

There are altogether five ^lo-lem inscriptions belonging to the ‘Adil v^ahi dynasty of Bijapur 
and 15 Canarese in-criptioiis and two modern inscriptions in Balbodh scrii)t. The Moslem inscrip- 
tion- ha\'e recently been [uibli-Iied in the Epi'^ydhhid I ndo-Mosl<:mica for 1043- 
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Appendix D 

Note on the Excavation and Survey of Prc-historic sites in the Raicfiftr District nf Hyderabad 
By Khwaja Muhammad Ahmad, M.A., LL.B., Curator, Hyd:rabad Mnseuni. 

Raichur District is situated in tlie soutli-western corner of His Exalted Highness the Xizain's 
Dominions and lies between the Tungabhadra and the Krishna rivers. The district abounds in pre- 
historic remains and represents the secpience of the culture from the earliest times up to the present 
day. The pre-historic antiquity of this District was first brought to light by Colonel IMeadows Tavlor 
in the Journal of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Sr)ciety, Yol. 1 \\ 1^35 in which he dealt 
with the Megalithic Tombs of the District and also referred to the report by Rev. O. Keis on the 
groups of Dolmens in the Benkal Poorest. From 1670 to 1860, :\rr. Bruce Foote of the Indian Geological 
Survey and the pioneer of Stone Age Research in India, studied the geological condition in the Raichur 
District. He found a number of Neolithic sites whence he collected artefacts which were ultimatelv 
purchased by the Madras Government and in 1904 deposited in the pre-historic section of the Madras 
Museum. The late Captain Leonard Munn, special oificer of H.E.H. the Nizam’s Geological vSurvev 
during liis work visited many of the sites previously noticed by Mr. Bruce Foote and described in the 
Journal of the Hyderabad Geological Survey, Vol. II, Part i, 1434. 

In the early part of December iq33, Mr. G. Yazdani, O.B.H., the distinguished Director of Archceo- 
log\^ in Hyderabad started a survey of this area. He was kind enough to take me Avith him. Needless 
to say that I am proud of being his student and assistant. The survey lasted till the end of January 
1936 and also included the excavation operations near one village called iMaskl. Some new sites Avere 
discoA^ered and noAV the list of Pre-historic settlements in this area comprises of the folloAving twenty- 
four sites : —

These sites liaAe been marked on the ma]) in red. Many of them re(|uire a separate treatment 
but this is not the place for that. But iMaski a\ as })articularly liked by ^Ir. Yazdani because it afforded 
nearly seA^enteen interesting ^pots and for this reason lie started excaA'ations at this place. Hence 
it requires a rather detailed description. 

It boasts of an Asokan Edict ^ belonging to the third century B.C., has a long continuation 
of granite hills. Avhich liaA^e seA’eral extensi\'e fiat surfaces on the top, one fairly big natural reserA'oir 
of water and innumerable natural caves, wliidi offered the early man shelter from sun and rain and 
protection from l^easts. In addition to these benedictions of nature a perennial stream floAvs hx, 
Avhich deriA'es its name from the village situated on its southern bank and is called IMa^ki riA^er. 
A place as this Avas most congenial to the early man and we find that there are abundant tracts of 
early human habitation all over and around the Maski hill. About seventeen sites which are shoAvn 
on the map, Avere selected and each of them yielded extremely fruitful results. Everywhere Neo- 
lithic implements, i.e. stone axes and hammers, chalcedony and chert-flakes and cores Avere discoA’ered 
in great abundance. On the Avestern slopes of the hills is situated the cave bearing the Asokan Edict

and ut* climb the hill from thi^' and go higher and higher we pas^ through a >ucces>ion of caves. 
I' our of them were exca\'ate(l and t]ie>' \ ielded chert-core'^ and flakes, besides ))eads and pottery of plain 
type. All around the foot of the Iiills are found traces of early smelting. The site which yielded 
the best result^ is situated to tlie north-east of the hills in a valley which is shaped like an horse shoe. 
This ap]>ears to be a coinitaratit'ely later site because besides ^delding Neolithic implements it abounds 
in (wnaniental objects made of '^ea shells, pieces of broken bangles with and without designs, terra- 
cotta figures . '.ome of them <li splaying exquisite workmanship, pieces of higlfly polished and t^ainted 
pottery, pieces of ])ottery with incised and embossed dc'^igns. Tw'O pieces of pottery ha\'e got on them 
artistic elephants in boM relief. At two places, i.e. site D and site K iron slag was discovered in great 
<|uantity and at each of tlio^e places furnaces and grinding stones w'ere discovered (see plates). During 
this sur\*e\- wa^ aho dmciwvred a big field of Menhirs arranged in avenues, to the south-west of the 

hills. 

The abo\x* de-criptinii of Mask! a])j)lies more or less to other places as well. But in order to 
understand the -equence of culture, it will be more useful to deal in general with the actual evidence 
of pre-lii''toric man left at these sites. The material discovered can easily be classified into stone 
implemeiits (uicludme celts, flakes, etc.), beads, pottery, terra-cotta figurines, smelting factories, 
Megalithic tombs and i)re-historic rock paintings. So hereafter an attempt will be made to make 
a general sur\-e\' of tlie^e subject and reference to the sites of their occurrence will be made when 
necessary. 

Stofic c/s.— Stone iiupleineiits of different kinds ha\'e been discovered. Many of them 

bear a striking resemblance with ha ]\Iico([Ue and Taubach. vSt. Acheul and Chelles. But it would 
be a great mistake to assign tliein to that culture merely on that basis. Many of tliem represent 
different tv[>es. but the\ can safel}' be divided into three classes as representing the development of 
the art of celt making. The earliest one ha\'e rough surfaces and rough end. Those belonging to 
the middle stage ha\'e sharp and polished edge and the last type has a smooth surface and a sharp 
and polished edge. Celts from some places have other typological xreculiarities. But time does not 
allow me to deserilre them here. Majority of the fiakes are chert stones of a variety of colours. But 
a considerable number of them is of fine chalcedony of different colours. The fiakes have in some 
cases even three ribs and clear signs of sec(mdary workings. One small piece of chalcedony has been 
turned into a beautiful small saw by extremely careful secondar)' fiaking. 

Besides a comparatively small number of white (piartz flakes has also been discovered. 

lUiids , — A great quantit>' of ^to^e beads were discovered. They consisted of Chalcedony, 
Carnelain, Am vt best, fsliell, hapi'- Lazuli, Crystal, Onyx and Garnets. They lia\*e l^een pierced 
ohvioiislv for being placed in a string and have been finely shaped and polished. They have got a 
striking resemblance witli the Egyptian pre-dynastic heads exhibited in the British Museum. vSonie 
of the Carnelian beads ha\’e been covered with a kind of wfliite paint, while others just like some of 
the Molietijo Daro beads. I)ear painted designs in white. 

Pottery — The potter}' usuall}' discovered over the hills is of plain tApe, But tliat found near 
the smelting factories is of a more advanced character. In majority of cases it is liighly glazed and 
bears incised and ciuliossed designs. Two pieces, each bearing an elephant in liigh relief, are of great 
interest. Ifieces of jiottery depicting red, green, white colours and depicting scrolls and geometric 
designs have been c(filected in great numbers. Near the smelting factories some very large pots have 
also been discovered, which are at some places even up to tliree inches in thickness. 

Terra-cotta fo^itrinc'^, — Some \'er}' good pieces of Terra-Cotta Iiave been collected. At least two 
of them show' a de\'el('>ped taste and art. 

Smelting /nc/onVs. — At a majorit}' of these Neolithic sites smelting factories have been dicovered. 
As a rule, wdierever sign^ of earl}' smelting were found, they were accompanied by a discover}' of 
Microlithics if not b}' Neolithic axes. At man}' of these places huge ash mounds resulting from a 
work wlfich must have been carried on a large scale, luu’e been discovered. Even on the top of some 
of these mounds Microlithics ha\'e been disco\'ered, which show that at these places metal industr}’ 
and the art of late stone age flourished side by side. \V]iere\'er there is an ash mound huge inullacker.s , 
pounders, pestles and ^melting stones are to be found in number". These ash mounds are situated 
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in areas which are either highly aurifer(uis or ricli in iron or copper (ues. Even u]) to this time slag 
can be picked up in great quantities near these mounds. Mo^t inipcutant of these arc the mounds 
at Gaudur, Machnur, Yergunti, Wondali and Kautal. At ^laski in the hor>e >hoe shaped valley 
two furnaces have been successfully excavated. At one place we can see an opening where the mouth 
of the blow pipe can be fixed and at site marked (E) in the map we can see the exposed part of the 
furnace. By the side of these furnaces w^ere discovered crucible < and stones a> are used by the smiths 
for sharpening the tools and pounding atones. 

Megalithic tombs. — Xizam's Dominions is rich in ^legalithic tombs which have been surveyed 
and excavated and accounts of these are from time to time ])ublished either in the Aiclueological 
Reports or in the Archaeological Society's Journal. Raichur district repre'^ents all types of ^lega- 
lithic tombs. At AgoH and Benkal Dolmens are still to be found intact. 

Particularly the Benkal group is of exciting interest. It is situated in a thick fore>t on the higher 
levels of a hill : close by to the east of these Dolmens is a natural tank. Pmch Dolmen originallv 
contained six slabs, one each for the top and bottom and four for the four sides. Xo cementing 
mortar has been used. But the side slabs are ^o arranged that each forms a support for the other and 
all the four form a kind of Swastika. The dolmens vary in size, they are like a cube in form and 
some of them measure about nine feet everv' w^ay. The slabs used are about six inches in thickness 
and appear to have been obtained by splitting the rock with the help of the fire. lYually there is 
circular or semi-circular hole in one of the side slabs. It is difficult to assign any definite reason 
for this opening because in none of those dolmens which are in tact anything has been found betw^een 
these slabs. The dolmens stand f)n rocks and the remains of the dead are deposited beneath the 
bottom slab along with a few^ pieces of pottery : the cavity betw’een the bottom '^lab and the rock on 
w'hich dolmens stand is about twelve inches. On comparatively lower slopes are to be found a few^ 
cromlechs. At Lingsgur and Mudgal there are some stone circles containing the remains of the 
pre-historic people and at Maski a vast field of Menhirs arranged in avenues has been discovered 
during this tour. 

Pre-historic Paintings . — At Benkal quite close to the Dolmens there are pre-historic paintings 
in three places. At two places they have been done under a rock shelter. One of them is to the 
wrest of the group of the Dolmens and it represents a hunting scene. Through the effect of w'eather 
at some places the paint has faded away. But some riders with their horses and some gnmps of men 
are quite distinct. The tails of the horses have been depicted like that of some animals on the Mohenjo 
Daro seals. In the hand of one of the men is an axe, the blade of which resembles that of metal axe^. 
These facts show^ that this subject cannot be attributed to a very earlv time. 

The other subject is also under a rock shelter. It has been incised in outline on a surface 
measuring about thirty feet by thirty feet and painted with red ochre. ^luch of it is unintelligible. 
But tw^o human figures and se\'eral animal figures representing elephant, cow, horse, and deer 
are quite distinct. One of the human figures betrays a great alarm to which he has been exposed bv 
being placed in the midst of the wild animals. It is very difficult to assign any date to this subject, 
but the delineation of the terrified man and of some of the animals around him exhibit a developed 
taste and art. 

The third subject is to the south-east of the second. It is painted on the ceiling of a natural 
cave and depicts only a human figure. 

In what has been said above an attempt lias been made to draw’ a sequence of cultures which 
existed in Raichur. But there are certain points wdrich need a little elucidation. 

Attempts ha\e been made to classify the implements of India into Paleolithic and Neolithic 
mostl> upon t\ pological basis and having European and particularly Phench implements as a standard. 
This method has been follow'ed even in some of the European museums. But it is obvious that 
this is a great mistake. As a matter of fact, there are very few^ so-called Indian Paleolithics about 
which it ca,n be said with certainty that they come from really old geological deposits and belong 
to that period. Besides it wall be a still greater mistake to think that Indian Paleolithic and Neo- 
lithic ages synchronise wdth European Ages. There can be no doubt that Indian Neolithic age 
must ha\e terminated much earlier than that of the European countries. For the obvious reason 
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that the Rii<vcda which accordin'^ tn the l)c<t of the authorities lieloiigs to a])()Ut tuo thousand B.C. 
has got a lich evidence s]i(,\\inc that tile India of tliat time wa^ familiar with the use of metals, parti- 
cularly tliat <»f Sanskrit A>a- or hmglish iron or -teel. Thi'^ fact has been amplitied in the recent 
-ur\ey by the Nizam’s Archwological Department. There have been ahead}' discovered in this area 
traces of mining which tlie pre-lii-toric prospectors had gone deep to about hoo ft. IMany place-, 
which ne\’er appear in lii'^tor} draw their names from the metals^ for instance Honhalli means a village 
of gold. Kanriikgiri a hill ot gold and Ma^ki it-elf lias been identihed by some 'Scholar- with the old 
Suvarnagiri meaning ‘ Tlie mount < d' tlold ’ h 
To sum up the re-ult- we can -a}' : —

Xote on the Raichur Inscnptio>i nf Ihthdla-ndtha, dated Saka i 2 ih it, 1294 A.D.) 

By P. Srkexivasachar, M.A.. Pli.D. (Eoiid.) 

Introduction 

Tliij> is an inscription carved on a large slab set np on the rampart wall of the fort of Raidifir. 
The language of the inscription as well as the script is Telugu The inscription records the con- 
struction of the stone fort of Raipur by Vithala, an officer of G5na Gariinaya-raddi — a subordinate 
of the famous Kakatiya king Prataparudra of Warangal. The inscription is dated in Saka 1210, 
cyclic year Jaya, Margasira, the 7th day of the bright fortnight, correN])onding roughly to November 
A.D. 1294. 

The inscription brings to light several important details relating to the political and the geogra- 
phical conditions of the Kakatiya kingdom at the close of the 13th century. 

Gona family . — Tradition associates the G 5 na family with two famous literar\- works in Telugu, 
namely Rahganatha Ramayaiiamu and Bhaskara Raniayanamu. The Bothpur inscript ion> of the 
Maly ala family refer to the Gona family. The present record from Raichur also refer^ to tlie Gona 
family. It is therefore necessary to consider whether all these refer to the same family, and if so, 
whether it is possible to identify Gona Gamnaya-raddi and \hthMa of our inscription with anv of the 
persons already known to us from the two literary works referred to above. 

On the basis of the information found in the prasasti of the Uttara-kaiida in the latter ])ait of 
Rahganatha Ramayanamii, the following genealogy of the Gdna family may be worked out. 

1. Gona Gannaya 

2. Gona Buddliaya 


3. \htthala 4. Kacaya 

No. 2 Gdna Buddhaya began the composition of the work Rahganatha Raniayanamu but left it 
unfinished. No. 3 Yitthala and No. 4 Kacaya took up the wa)rk joint h' after the death of their father 
and brought it to a completion. 

How^ever, there is some slight information in the former portion of the work (that is, the portion 
composed by No. 2, Gdna Buddhaya, the father) which, unfortunately, disagree- with the above 
genealogy in one important particular, namely, the name of ( idna-Buddhava's father. Buddlia 
dedicates the work to his father and calls him Yitthala or \htthala-natha. 

We are now' placed in a dilemma as t(^ wdiich of these tw'o sources are to be accepted as correct. 
It is unlikely that Gdna Buddhaya WTote the name of his father incorrectly ; nor is it ])ossible to assert 
that the joint authors Yitthala and Kacaya did not know' the name of their grandfather correctlx . 
This leaves us only tw'o alternatives ; either Gdna Gannaya was also called Yitthala, or (Tantiaya and 
\dtthala w^ere brothers in a joint family w here the children of either called the other father, either from 
considerations of respect or on account of an adoption. 

The present inscription mentions Gdna Gamnaya-raddi (practically the same as Gdna G,aiinava- 
reddi) and after describing him as ‘ an ornament to the activities of his brother,* proceeds to an exalta- 
tion of a certain person called Yithala (practically the same as Yitthala), w'ho is called the raksdmani, 
that is ' the protector ' of the kingdom of Garhnaya. It is evident, therefore, that Yithala was no 
common officer of Gdna Garhnaya, and on the basis of the phrase ‘an ornament to the activities of his 
brother ’ w'e might even infer that Yithala and Gdna Garhnaya w'ere brothers. The terms in w'hich 
Rahganatha Ramayanamu refers to Gdna Gannaya as a great w'arrior leaves no room for any scep- 
ticism about the identity of that person with Gdna Garhnaya of our inscription, and chronological, 
geograpliical and other considerations confirm this identification. 

Bhaskara Raniayanamu gives us the name of a new member of this family. This person, bx* 
name Mara, was the patron of the work and is stated to be the son of Gdna Buddhaya. He would 
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tliu^ iH'Conie the brother of X'itthala and Kacaya, the joint author^ of the later ])ortion ot Rahp:anatha 
Rainayananiud 

The (ibna family thlL‘^ ^een to play an iiiiportaiit part in the literary history of that time and 
thi^ iii^cri])tion not only conhrms the literary evidence that (rdiia Gannaya-reddi wa'^ an important 
political h;u:ure of the times, but aKo gi\*es us vomt- nev e\ndence to helj) us in solving the problem 
of the identity of (hannaya and \htthala.

Pal.eographicat. Notes 

A few orthographical peculiarities may be noticed such as the doubling of the consonant after 
repha and the confirmed use of an anusvilra even when an anundsika ought to be used. Local

During the year under report the Curator was deputed to attend the All India Oriental Con- 
ference held at Mvbore. He wa^ afterwards deputed to attend the International Congress of Xumis- 
luatibts and the Centenary of the Royal Xuniismatic vSociety held at Eondon and also the International 
Congress of Pre-Historic and Protn-Historic vSciences held at Oslo (Norway). At London he read a 
paper on “ Rare Mints of the Deccan and at Oslo another paper on the Excavations of Pre-historic 
Sites at Maski and Survey of the Pre-historic sites in the Raichur District. A summary of these 
papers is included in thi^ report. The Director of Arclueology had very kindly moved the Govern- 
ment that the Curator should be allowed to avail himself of this opp(jrtunity to visit some important 
^Museums on the continent. Consequently, he visited several ^luseums in Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Germany and France. At Copenhagen he was presented with fourteen Pre-historic implements 
belonging to (Kitten-^Iaideii period) about 5000 B.C. These implements have been deposited in the 
Museum. During the absence of the Curator Mr. R. M. Joshi, M.A., officiated in his place. 

Survey of Pre-hi'^toric Sites ui the Raichur Distiict aiid Excavation at Mask!.— In the early part 
of December, io>3, Vazdaiii, O.B.E,. the Director of Arclneology, started a thorough survey 

of the Pre-historic sites 111 the Raichur District. He had very kindly taken the Curator with him 
in this tour. Maski, which already boasted of an Asokan Edict, was selected as a ])Iace for conduct- 
ing exca\'ations. v^imultaneoiish'. a surve>" was made and many Pre-historic site'^ were discovered. 
The total number of these sites is now twenty-four

At Maski the excavations yielded extremely good results. Stone implements, flakes of chert 
and chalcedoni, crystal, onyx and quartz were discovered in vast quantities. Terra-cotta flgures 
showing high skill were also found. In passing the earth through the sieves f)f various grades 
innumerable beads of agate, carnelian, amethyst, chank, lapis lazuli, crystal, (^in'x and garnets were 
gathered. Stone implements of various sizes were picked up from several places in great abundance. 

Exhibitions and I isits , — An exhibition of all the above-mentioned articles was held in the Museum. 
It excited great interest and was visited by His Excellency the Prime ^linister and by all the Hon’ble 
members of the Cabinet. It was about this time that Mr. S. F. ^Markham, a member of the British 
Parliament, and Mr. Hargreaves, the ex-Director-General of Archaeology in India, paid a visit to the 
Hyderabad Museum on behalf of the Empire Museums Association of London. They were very much 
impressed hy the interpretation and explanation of exhibits offered by the Director of Arcliacology 
and paid a high tribute to the way and manner in wliich exhibits have been arranged and displayed in 
the ^Museum by the Department and considered that although it is a small institution yet very well 
organised. The members of Peace and Goodwill of the Union Government of South Africa also visited 
the Museum and paid a high tribute to the exhibits and the arrangement. 

Xaivab Ghalib Jungs Collection . — Through the kind interest of Mr. R. M. Crofton, the Revenue 
Secretary, some vety interesting ])ieces of furniture and household property of the late Nawab 
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Ghalib Jung have been lent to the Hyderabad ^Museum. Among these a ^word set with precious -atones 
which was presented to the Xawab by the late Highnos deserves a special mention. A lir>t of 
these articles is included in appendix (pp. 65-66). 

Sculpture'^ and the erection of a Mandap . — It was proposed by the Director of Arclueology that the 
artistic ceihng slabs unearthed during the Warangal excavation and subsequently deposited in the 
Hyderabad Museum should be set up in their original form. This proposal wa> approved of bv the 
iMuseum Committee and to carry- it out four circular capitals of pillars and one central piece of the 
ceiling were brought from Warangal fort to the Museum. In addition to these two extremely 
artistic stone pillars, lying uncared for on the Hyderabad Xalgonda road near Kattangur (57 miles from 
Hyderabad), were also removed to the Hydera])ad Museum. The carving on one of the^^e jhllars 
illustrates stories from the Ramayan. 

Mr. D. B. Trevor, the Chief Commercial ^lanager of H.E.H. the Nizam’s Railway, has kindh' 
presented to the ^luseum a male figure with moustaches. He had found it at Zintara in the I^ivber 
Pass. 

Painting^i and Picture Gallery . — Among the paintings ac(|uired during the year under report two 
miniatures are of great importance. <^ne of them (Xo. ^>051) i^ a typical iNIughal portrait bv Anup 
Chitar representing Khan Khana. The other (Xo. O055) represent‘d phallic worship). It has been 
painted by Kiran of Akbar’s Court. This painting shows an extremely interesting combination of 
the ^lughal and Raj]>ut styles. 

The scheme for the construction of the Picture Galler\' has not materialised as yet. The amount 
sanctioned has been transferred to the Examiner of Accounts, PAV.I). Branch. It G lioped that 
the Public Work^ T)et)artment will expedite the work. In the meantime the exhibits for this section 
are being collected. For the puq)oses of comparative study some good modern paintings of Indian 
and European vSchools have been added to the section. 

A iiniis}}iatics.^The total number of coins ac(|uired during the year under re])ort is of which 

14 are gold, yix) silver and 1,625 copper. (])f the silver coins three have been presented bv tlie Central 
^luseum, XMgpur. 

Manuscript '^.- — Ten manuscripts were acquired during the year under rei)ort. Gne of them is a 
copy of the Lai la and Majnun, containing eight paintings in the Persian style of a good tvpe. Another 
MS. narrates the story of the Punjabi lovers called Hira and Ranjha. According to the colophon this 
book was completed by Sarodhara, son of Tuljaram of Sialkot, on the 7th Dhu Quhlha iib8 A.H. 
(T4th September, 1755 A.D.) during the reign of the Mughal Emperor Ahmad Shah. It contains 
twelve illustrations in Xorth Indian style of a mediocre type. 

Two copies of the Holy Qur'an deserve a special mention. Gne of them is inscribed in very good 
XasMi, the paper used is of a ver>^ liigh quality and is called ‘ Reshnii Every leaf of this copy has 
been illuminated with great taste and the last page bears Aurangzeb’s seal. The other copy of the 
Qur'an is incomplete but it represents Kufi script. A copy of the Bhagwatgita contains six 
illustrations. 

Miscellaneous . — During the snrxey of the Raichur District twenty-two bronze images were 
discovered at Kadkal, a village about two miles from Lings gur. They represent the Jaina Tirthan- 
karas and belong to about 7th or Sth century A.D. Along with these images were also discovered 
bricks measuring i6''xyi"X3'h The department i^ proposing to excavate this site in the near 
future. 

An instrument which is worn by archers on the thumb at the time of shooting an arrow has been 
acquired for the Museum. It is of jade.
